The covenant as the commission left 


it did not include any section granting 
Japan's request for the recognition of

tary general staff. 
Both Japan and 


France announced that they reserv- 
ed the right to bring up ihe amend- 
ments, they desired before a plenary 
session of the conference. As it now 
stands the covenant contains 26 sec- 
tions. 


The French delegation of the lea- 


gue ot nations commission voted for 


/•the adoption of the text of the cove- 


nant when the commission endorsed 
it last night, but made reservations as 
to two soints, first the organization

ture of war materials and second, the 
institution of permanent military con- 
trol.

LONDON, March 17 — (Correspond- 


ence of the Associated Press)— Min- 
ing Is more deadly than war, declared 
John Robertson at, the government's 
inquiry into the coal industry of Great 
Britain. Robertson 15 chairman of the 
Scottish Union of Mine Workers.
